Mer First ‘American Tour, 


Mme, Bernhardt's first -American tour 
comprised 27 performances in this city 


and 156 in 50 other cities during a period 
of seven months. She, played eight 
@ramas, of ‘which: *‘La Dame aux Ca- 
melias’’ and “ Frou Frou’ were given 
most often. 

Then came a tour of Russia and. Den- 
mark, and in 1882 she .earned fresh 
triumphs at the Vaudeville in Paris. 
One year later she necame the owner of 
the Porte Sainte-Martin Theatre and 
played in répertoire until 1886, when she 
made her second Amierican tour. ‘* The. 
odora’”’ was first presented on, this tour, 
and on the return to Paris Mme. Bern- 
hardt:gave ‘“‘ La Tosca’’ and “‘ L’Aveu,” 
an original drama written by herself. 
Her third American tour followed in 
1888-. , and.she presented ‘‘ Jeanne 
d’Arc,’* by Sardou in collaboration with 
Emile Moreau.— Then ‘in 1891-1893 Mme. 
Bernhardt made an/‘extended tour cov- 
ering the United States, South America 
and.many of the capitais of Europe. On 
her return to Paris she undertook the 
management of the Thé&tre de la Ré- 
naissance and presented ‘‘Les Rois,” 
“ Izely,’’.*‘ Gismonda,”’ ‘‘ La Femme de 
Claude,’’ ‘*La Princesse Lointaine,”’ 
and ‘‘“Magda.’’ 

Mme, Bernhardt made her fifth Amer- 
Ilcan tour in 1896, and in December of 
that year was present at a great fes- 
tival given“in her*honor in Paris. She 
was crowned queen of the drama before 
600 artists, actors and authors, and 
poéms in‘her honor were read by Cop- 
pée, Rostand, André Theuriet and Ca- 
tulle Menaes.. A determined: effort was 
also made to obtain for’ her the Legion 
of Honor. -In_ 1899 she obtained the 
ThéAtre Municipal des Nations, and the 
Municipa! Council of Paris changed its 
name, at.a spécial session, to the Thea- 
tre Sarah Bernhardt. In the same year 
she played ‘‘ Hamilet,’’. and the. discus- 
sion ‘over her performance led to a duel, 
in which Catulle Mendes was one of the 
principals. In 1900 Mme. Bernhardt 
gave ‘‘ L’Aigion,’’ by Rostand. 

Her sixth American tour was made in 
1901-02, and “Cyrano de Bergerac" was 
presented for the first time, with the 
support of Constant Coquelin. She made 
this tour under the management of 
Maurice Grat' and gave 180 perform- 
ances in the principal cities. Mme. 
Bernhardt returned to her, playhouse in 
Paris and’ presented a number of new 
plays with brilliant success, and in 1905 
made her. séventh visit to this country 
under the management of the Shuberts. 


Attacked by Mob in Quebec. 


She .played_in'‘both North and South 
America, “and in Quebec, Canada, she 
went through an unpleasant experience. 
She was credited with making certain 
eriticisms of Frénch Canadians by the 
newspapers, und she anc her company 
were attacked by a mob on their way 
to the station after the engagement. 

Eggs, stones, sticks, and snowballs 
were thrown, “and “several: members of 
the company recelved painful injuries. 
Mme. Bernhardt: was unhurt, and short- 
ly: after received an official apology 
from Sir’ Wilfrid Laurier, the Premier, 
on behalf of the Canadian people. This 
tour was during the ‘theatrical war, 

Mme: Bernhardt*was playing in op 
position to the so-called “ trust. She 
played in halls, armories, skating rinks, 
churches, and tents} and in Texas, ow- 
ing to the fact that” no theatres could 
be obtained, she played in a Barnum *& 
Bailey tent. There were 235 perform- 
ances, including. several in the Greek 
Theatre at Berkeley, Cal. : 

Mme. Bernhardt was now 63 years old, 
and on her return to this city was made 
an honorary member of the Cercle 
Frangaise-. of.- Harvard University . and 
received similar honors from Yale Uni- 
versity, Johns Hopkins -and Bowdoin 
College On™her return to Paris she 
gave a greater: number of plays than 
ever before, and in 1910 returned to this 
country under the management. of, W. 
F. Connor for the first of her “* farewell 
tours.’”’ In thirty-five weeks she gave 
285 perforfhances, among them being 
three new plays, one being ‘‘ Judas, 
by John de Kay, the American, author, 
‘La Samaritaine "was also given and 
aroused much discussion on ages of 
its portrayal of Christ. is tour 
she several Ssnhes. played ten rform- 
ances in one week. 

Mme: Bernhardt returned to this-coun- 
try in December, 1912, for a vaudeville 
en ent that lasted. until the Spring 
of the following year and ‘took her to 
the principal cities.of the iJnited States. 
Her repertoire consisted of famous 
scenes from her. great successes, and 
the tour was: an unqualified success.

ably those .of Victorien Sardou, Can- 
robert, and Emile de Girardin are fa- 
mous. Her. book, ‘‘ Dans les: Nuages,’’ 
written in 1878, describing her balloon 
ascension, was widely read, as were also 
her<‘‘\Memoirs.”’ 


Married Greek Actor in 1882; 


She was married in 1882 tn London to 
Jacques Damala;-a handsome. Greek 
actor of her own company; but they 
parted after one year. Later, when he 
was dying of consumption, she removed 
him:to her home and nursed him tender- 
ly until the end. f 

For. forty years Mme. . Bernhardt’s 
residence in Paris was the old house on 
the ‘Boulevard Pereire. Her natural son, 
Maurice, lived with.her there. Maurice 
and‘ his wife and their unmarried daugh- 
ter," Lysian, €ame ‘over. here-in August, 
1917, while Mme. Bernhardt was conva- 
lescing. The other daughter of Maurice 
is the wife of Louis Verneuil, a play- 
wright, and is herself a‘parent. Conse- 


quently Bernhardt was a great-grand- 
mother.

Mme. Bernhardt’s crowning honor was 


the winning of thé Cross of the. Legion 
of ‘Honor after thirty years of trying. 
In>February last she was made an Offi- 
cer. In 1912 the King of Spain gave her 


the.Cross of Alfonso XII. She is the only 
member of the theatrical profession ‘ever 


to receive the cross solely in recogni- 
tion of her stage career, and it is said 
that ‘it will never be conferred on any 
othér. She received other honors without 
number.

Audience in Silent Respect. 


At the Henry Miller Theatre Jane 
Cowl did not take her usual curtain 
calls at. the close of ‘‘ Romeo and 
Suliet,’’ but grouped the other members 
of the cast about her and addressed 
the audience briefly upon Mme. Bern- 
hardt. At the close of her remarks 
the audience rose at ‘her request for one 
minute of silent mediation and prayer 


as a tribute to the memory of the great 
actress, : :

ona Wey 
She Would Saif, Only in French 
Ships—Her Protecting Star. 


Sarah’. Bernhardt. -always *\ detested 
traveling on the sea and scarcely ever} 
left her_cabin on a voyage. ‘In spite of . 
her. chronic suffering from sea-sickness,- 
she’ was always patriotic and “would 
never sail under any other flag except 
that of her beloved France. In conse- 
quénce of. this feeling. the actress fre- 
qosaty had to travel on smaller steam- 
ships: whén much larger and steadier 
vessels were to be had. x fm 

Whenrshe went to South America,some 
years ago 0n-a French steamship, Mme.: 


o make a comfortable sleeping room to 
contain -her own bedstead, and was so 
superstitious. that she. carried a coffin} 
in the hold of the ship in case of her 
dying on board. during the voyage. 


‘Two Leopardg Her Pets. 


At that time she had a fondness for 
wild animals and had two leopards from 
Central India, as pets which she xept}. 
for several years until they became old 
and peevish. 

When the actress arrived at the pier 
to embark on a French liner she was 
met by the Captain and was escorted 
by him up the gangway to the detk, 
where the officers and men in full uni- 
form were drawn up to receive her. As 
she walked along leaning on the Cap- 
tain’s arm, -the crew waved their caps 
and shouted, ‘‘Vive Mme. Bernhardt! ” 

At the conclusion of a voyage she’ al- 
Ways donated the gum .of $200 to the 
French Seamen’s Widows’ Orphans’ 
Fund, |.In later -years the actress had 
@ great fancy, for dogs; and*always took 
two or three with her on-her travels to 
England and America. They sat at the 
table unless there was.compahy, and 
siept on specially made beds in the ante- 
room’ adjoining<her bedroom. ' ; 

One of Mme. Bernhardt’s peculiarities 
was that she insisted on having all wigs 
dressed by a wig maker of London. The 
wigs were sent daily from Paris to Lon- 
don, ‘when she was*playing in the French’ 
capital, and. there was always. one of 
more “e on the road between the two 
cities. hen reproached by some of 
the Parisian wig..makers for. _not 
patronizing her compatrictssthe actress 
replied that the London wig maker knew: 
how to dress the wigs. as she wante 
them, and spoke French as well as if he‘ 
had been native born, and that was alt 
there was to it. 

During her long .stage career Sarah 
Bernhardt. made at least three fortunes 
and spent them chiefly on her son Mau 
rice and his family and her theatrical 
ventures in. Paris. at 


Obstinate in Selection of. Plays. 


On several occasions she had great 
successes in the plays produced by her 
at the Porte Ste. Marton, Sarah Bern- 
hardt and’ othertheatres she leased from 
time to time, but this money was lost 
and other money with it‘on plays that. 
were failures from the start. ‘ : 

Like many other great artists, she was 
very: obstinate dn her selection of new 
plays, and against the advice of theat- 
rical experts in the French capital Mme. 
Bernhardt would insist on producing a 
play by. an unknown author which had 
not the slightest chance of success. : 

She could always fill the house at the 
close of the season with old successes 
from her repetoire like ‘’ Jeanne d’Arc,”’ 
** L’ Aiglon,’’ ‘ Adrienne . Lecouvreur,’* 
‘*Tosca,’’ and. ** La Dame aux Came- 
lias,’ which was her greatest money 
maker. aly - y 

Another great expense to keep up was 
her Summer, home at Belle Isle, off the 
coast of Brittany, where. she. generally 
entertained about fifty guests, and had 
nearly another fifty men and women as 
retainers around -the house and the 
estate: Before the accident to her leg 
the actress used to go hunting and fish- 
ing in the early morning, and at the age 
of 65 her vitality was so great that she 
clambered. barefooted over the rocks like 
a young-girl. 

On her trip ‘to this country in 1910 
‘Mme, Bernhardt went out to a lagoon 
nedr New. Orleans to shoot aHigators at 
4 in. the morning ‘after appearing at a 
matinée and a night performance, and 
had to give two performances that same 
day on fier return to the city. / 


.. Beliéved a Star Protected Her. 


Like Napoleon, Mme. Bernhardt be“ 
Meved that she had a star to protect 
her; arid while it was shining bright and 
clear all was well and nothing could do 


New York on the French liner Espagne, 
she was asked on her arrival at the pier, 
if: she had been nervous on account of, 
$ubmarines. The actress. smiled}and_re- 
plied, ** No, because my star is still 
high in the heavens, but I was grieved 
over the suffering..of my poor France.’’ 

A -number of women suffragists met 
her at the. pier and presented bouquets 
of flowers and delivered an address of 
welcome. She thanked them for their 
kindness and gifts of flowers, but sald 
she. did not: believe in government by 
women, because they were constitufion- 
‘ally unfitted for the task. - 

Her hatred of Germany ‘was very in- 
tense, and for more than thirty years 
after the Franco-Prussian war she rex 
fused to play in- Berlin.

STABILIZING PROSPERITY.

In Poland there is tremendous’ ex- 
citement -over the trial of the Cath- 
olic Archbishop Crep.tak of Petrograd 
and fifteen other Catholic priests in 
Russia. _ Other European. Catholic 
countries are beginning to take an in- 
| terest. There is some excitement, but 
not so much, in Russia. Nevertheless, 
the prosecution has asked for the 
death penalty for four of the’ de- 
fendants, including the Archbishop, 
and he and the Vicar General have 
been. duly condemned to die, though 
the sentence is not at once to ‘be ‘Car- 
ried out. 

The charges against the priests, ac- 
cording, to Moscow dispatches, began 
with resistance to the seizure of 
Church treasures by the Government, 
to be sold’ for famine relief; but it is 
apparently held by the prosecution 
that this was a deliberate. attempt to 
provoke action which would, entitie the 
‘Catholics to call for the help of Po- 
land. The Archbishop is also aecused 
of having communicated with the Vat- 
ican, not very surprising in an Arch- 
bishop, but, according to Polish ac- 
counts, he was able to produce a 
letter from TCHITCHERIN authorizing 
this action, Finally, the accusation 
is of general hostility to the Soviet 
Government, probably. the most seri- 
ous of all the charges in the minds of 
prosecutors and Judges, *

On, the: Kennebec River there are 
numerous water powers, which were de- 
veloped at great expense. by. industrial’ 
companies which. gives: employment to 
large numbers of Workmen, create sub- 
stantial values and pay large amounts) 
into (the ‘Treasury of: the State.. The 
flow of the river is widely variable. Be- | 
cause. of the lack of, storage, the vast 
waters resulting from Winter snows 
cause destructive floods and run to 
waste in the oceah.\. During. certain sea~- 
sons the flow in the river is low and 
the industries are greatly restricted. in 
their operations ‘and occasionally com-_ 
pelled to discontinue, with consequent} 
loss to those who risk their capital, with 
loss of wages to. the unemployed work- 
men and the Joss of profit to the Stzte.: 

The reservoir proposed would have 
been entirely built by private capital 
and without any charge to the State or 
the taxpayers, and entirely forthe pur- 
pose of conserving or retaining the 
waste, or now useless, water so that 
the flow in the river may be controlled 
and made uniform, and the industries’ 
permitted to operate continyously 
through the year. The land to be occu- 
pied for storage does not, and could not, 
develop a single horsepower. Power is, 
and must be. developed as the river de- 
scends, at points where dams can be 
The construction 
of a reservoir robs the State of nothing. 
If in later years the State should con- 
clude to take over and operate the 
water powers—a thing which has never 
been successfully or economically done 
by any State—the existence of the reser- 
voir will give additional value’ to the 
powers yet to be. developed, and, if they 
are State powers, will add greatly to 
thelr value without any cost. to bss) 
eg?

They have a 
rim at the top and another at the 
bottom, but no metal support between. 
The rims.are held apart by the strength 
of the leather or silk and by the con- 
tents of the bag when in use.

Leather in the desired shades and of 
high quality is used for one portion of 
the line, in pin seal, beaver calf or 
Morocco grains. Silks of the newer 
atterns and colorings are also utilized.
